This letter concerns the above-referenced Freedom of Information Act request received by 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency on July 18, 2017, which requested a copy of “prepared 
remarks (talking points, written speeches, scripts, powerpoint presentations, etc) for EPA 
Administrator Scott Pruitt when he has attended external events. A search may be limited to 
records created between 2/17/2017 an 7/16/2017.” 

A search of the EPA’s Office of the Administrator for records responsive to your request 
produced 94 pages of records. The records are being withheld pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5), 
the Deliberative Process Privilege. The records are exempt from disclosure because they are 
predecisional and deliberative and would harm agency decision-making if released.

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subject line of your email or the appeal letter and its envelope should be marked “Freedom of 
Information Act Appeal. ”
